PHILLIPS’ GRADUATES 


Another Large Class Sent Out from 
Andover. 


Full Report of All the Closing Exercises. 
Many Notable Visitors in Town. 
Philo’s 75th Anniversary. 


Asa completion to a season of com- 
mencement exercises, those of Phillips 
Andover academy were held, commenc- 
ing last Sunday morning with the bacca- 
laureate sermon by Rev. C. H. Oliphant 
of Methuen at the Seminary chapel. 
This year rounds up the one hundred 
and twenty-second period of the school’s 
existence and the twenty-seventh year 
of Dr. Bancroft’s principalship. 

No better weather could be asked for; 
bright, warm days” have been in the 
ordering of nature all.of the time. Many 
strangers, relatives of the graduates or 
alumni of the school, have been in town 
to attend the various exercises and by 
their presence have made Andover 
brightex, After Monday night the ma- 
jority of the students began to return to 
their respective homes leaving only the 
seniors and students who were remain- 
ing for the college examinations which 
occurred the latter part of the week. __ 

On Sunday evening the farewell meet- 
ing of the Society of Inquiry held. 
On Monday pire Him occurred’ the enter- 
tainment under the auspices of the mu- 
sical and dramatic organizations. Fol- 
lowing on Tuesday afternoon the cus- 
tomary class day exercises and the 
planting of the tree was held in the hall 
and on the lawn, Then on Wednesday 
morning was the commencement pro- 
gram at the Seminary chapel with the 
diamond jubilee of the Philomathean 
society, followed at noon by reunions 
and at one o’clock by the alumni dinner 
in the academy hall. 

Baccalaureate Sermon. 

Last Sunday morning. the Seminary 
chapel was completely filled with the 
large congregation which had gathered 
to listen to the baccalaureate sermon 
preached by Rev. Charles H. Oliphant of 
Methuen, to the senior class at Phillips 
Andover academy. Besides the mem- 
bers of the class itself, and. many of the 
students of the academy, many of the 
parents and friends of the graduates and 
townspeople were. present as usual. 
The-interior of the church was hand- 
somely trimmed with ‘greenery and 
flowers. 

The order of services included scrip- 
ture reading, singing by the academy 
choir, prayer by Rev. Mr. Oliphant. The 
latter had a son in the graduating class. 
The seniors occupied seats in the body 
of ‘the church at the front. 

Rev. Mr. Giphant took his text from 
Job 28:12—*Where is ‘the place of un- 
derstanding?” He said in«part: 

“The book of Job like the human goul 
is full of questions. My thought is, 
Christianity, or as I would rather say— 
Christ, the Master of all right under- 
standing of personality, its relations 
and its life. I have spoken of our un- 
derstanding of things. The peculiarity 
of that knowledge is that we under- 
stand naturally only the outward ap- 
pearance or convex aspect of a thing 


“A primrose by the river's brim 
“A yellow primrose was to him 
“And it was nothing more.” 


‘We may dissect the yellow primrose 
and call it botanical analysis but when 
we come ‘to the last cell we can only 
look upon the outside of ft, or, if you 
discern a nucleus, at the outside of that, 
or, if there are specks within the nu- 
cleus, at 'the outside of the - specks! 
Even the atom must figure in the Imag- 
ination as a ‘masspoint swimming in.a 
frictionless fluid.’ So powerless are 
we to imagine anything interior, vital 
or essential. Our knowledge of things 
is an understanding of their convex 
phase. 


“How is it with our knowledge of 
Pergons? First of all of ‘the Infinite 
Person, God! In every corner grocery 
you may hear discussions about God. 
What mind has not tried to image Him. 
To all He is an object of thought and 
speculation. Present to the mind as an 
outward reality and presenting an ob- 
jective aspect. With Christ it was dif- 
ferent. When he speaks to us of God 


it is as though it were from th inside 
of His Being. 


“‘T and my Father are One.’ ‘I came 
forth from God.’ “He ‘that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father.’ ‘No man 
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hath ascended un to heaven but he that 
came down out of heaven even the Son 
of Man who is in Heaven.’ ‘Ye 

in God, believe also in me.’ He knew 
also what is in men. The turnstile 
reckons men very much ag the owner of 
the turnstile wants them reckoned. To 
him they are so many fares! And 
their number is the measure of his 
hesteew- Our Master’s way is differ- 
en : 


“Once upon a time a poor woman 
went into an Basteri of ee 
stood before a collection box: goed 
in two mites! Men enou were there 


who eaw ‘the bare head—the old shawl— 
the bony hand—the thin arm,—who 
heard the click of ‘the falling farthing! 


How many saw anyth more? How 
many looked at the int r life of that 
poor, rich, pauper-princess! One. did, 


One saw ‘that transaction on its.con- 
cave side! ' 
“Such understanding is the Crown of 
all Education. In it alone can one 
realize his truest self, and the place of 
it. You will never come nearer to that 
place ‘than when you come where two 
or three are gathered her in His 
Name, For the place of understand- 
ing is still ‘the place of a skull. where 
amid darkening skies the Infinite and 
the human blend in love’s one purifying 
passion. eae 
“If then you are bent only upon the 
understanding of things Christ offers 
you only an indirect help. | If ju 
would understand 'the meaning that liea 
at the heart of things, if you would un- 
derstand personality which is the Soul 
of the universe the Reality of all Real- 
ities, Christ is your Master end where 
He is, is the place of understanding. — 
“If you are loyal to Andover, and I 
hope you are, you are read~ t6 say that 
here is ‘the plece of understanding. 
Whet indeed is worthier of, your ad- 
miration and gratitude than a Mag] 
school! It is for this very reason that I 
would have you remember what, makes 
it great and good. Remember, if 
love this school, that it wa# founded in 
the faith of Christ. ‘For Christ and. the 
Church,’ You know the men who are 
here. You have heard of the men who 
have been here, These laboratories 
and ‘this learning are all the fruits of 
His Spirit who came to seek and to 
save men, by showing ‘them the Father. 
“Tam sure you will not let your ex- 
cellent motto: eis to prosthen,—with its 
fine suggestion of progress, lead you 
away from the sure foundations and 
sacredest traditions of this school, I 
may put 'this counsel in the words of an 
apostle. ‘Look to yourselves that you 
lose not the things which we have 
wrought; for whosoever goeth onward 
and abideth not in ‘the teaching of 
Christ hath not God.” ‘ 


“In the rythms of the universe there 
is a forward movement but it requires 
a@ great equilibrium. On this round 
world he will most truly advance’ who 
stands firm and trusts in God. There 
will be new eclipses, but sunshine is old 
and there is some moonshine mix 
with it... New light there is none. We 
advance in powers of vision, Progress 
when most intelligent, if most conserv- 
ative. The best forward movement is 
intensive not extensive by penetrating 
further into things not by gathering 
more of them, by being more, not by 
going faster. 

“The man who rode to Boston from 
Andover 75 years ago had far more ex- 
perience on the ride than he who now 
spins over the rails. You may cover 
more miles than he, but ‘are there not 
twelve hours in the day’—and each of 
these as long but no longer than it was 


then. Logic and mathematics do not 
change! Beauty—love—faith do not 
advance! The oriole builds no better 


nest, the mother has no sweeter smile 
in the 20th century than in the first! 

“You are quite ile nc in thinking that 
no father fully understands his son. 
When ‘the leaves are out on the elm it 
is hard to recollect how fresh the first 
seed-shoots seemed in cool spring airs. 
But does any son quite understand his 
father? There may seem to have been 
no progress in that act of coming to 
himself in which a certain youth was 
cured of such misunderstanding. It 
was in reality the most stupendous step 
of progress ever made. And in this 
new and better understanding ‘there 
was a reopening of the channels of life. 
The current henceforth, flowed not fast- 
er perhaps, but purer, deeper! For this 
kind of progress—inward ‘more than on- 
ward—the Church stands. In every 
dialect, to all sorts and conditions of 
men, it proclaims this understanding of 
the Father in Heaven. 

“Callow yoices will seek to persuade 
you that its deposit of nineteen cen- 
turies of experience, prayer, doctrine, 
worship, is not august but effeminate, 
not. vital but effete. You will know 
better. What so many fathers have 
honored so few sons will not despise. 
Within these churches of whatever

name and creed, you will see Christ the 
Interpreter and Giver of Life. What 
you cannot do without him you can do 
with him. Find in that thought the 
sanity and symmetry of your manhood. 
Then go forward, making difficulty 
your element, and here is a secret! Do 
not ask me to prove it, every armor is 
proved by him who wears it. You will 
not be disappointed! 

“The Church looks to you, not per- 
haps for preachers and_ teachers— 
though of these you will furnish some— 
but for reinforcement in all its happy 
and hallowed enterprise.

We bless you 
with the blessing of that loye which 
streams through Calvary out [from the 
heart of the Fatherhood Eternal—melt- 
ing, in order that it may mold again 
into its own image, all hearts through 
Christ Jesus, the Lord!”

Commencement 

The commencement exercises were 
held at the Theological Seminary chapel 
on Wednesday morning shortly after 
ten o’clock, when one hundred and four 
young men were graduated from the 
academy and sent forth to a broader 
life in college or business. Included in 
the graduates were men from the 
northern, southern, eastern and western 
states of the union and several from 
foreign countries. 

As in the preceding days of the anni- 
versary week the weather was all that 
could be desired, with the exception of 
the excessive heat. Shortly before ten 
o’clock the alumni of the academy, to- 
gether with former teachers, pupils, 
trustees, fathers of members of the 
graduating class and the class itself.as- 
sembled in front of the academy build- 
ing and were then provided with a blue 
and white button on which was a num- 
eral designating their class in the 
academy. From there under the escort 
of the school, and led by the Andover 
Band, they marched up Main street 


through the Seminary yard to the 
chapel. Abel Wilder Brown acted as 
marshal. 


The decorations of the Chapel were 
similar in effect to that of the preced- 
ing events inthe academy hall. Hem- 
lock boughs, palms and rubber plants, 
with streamers of blue and white crepe 
paper and clusters of flowers were used 
in profusion with beautiful - results. 
There was the customary commence- 
ment gathering present, nearly filling 
the auditorium. 

After music by the Andover Band 
orchestra and prayer by Dr. Bancroft, 
the essays of the day were given as fol- 
lows: ‘The Reclamation of Arid Amer- 
ica,” by George Edmond Merrill of Chey- 
enne, Wyo., “The Greek Sappho,’ by 
Leonard Sanford Tyler of New Haven, 
Conn., and “Progress of the Nineteenth 
Century,” by Fred Lewis Collins of 
Andover. 

After another selection by the orches- 
tra, the exercises connected with the 
diamond jubilee of the Philomathean 
society Which was being celebrated in 
connection with the other events of the 
week, were taken up. 


Outside of the great universities the 
Philomathean society is one of the 
oldest of its kind in the country. It 
was founded in 1835 by Rev. Ray Palmer, 
author of ‘My Faith Looks Up to Thee,” 
Rev. H. A. Hackett, a very prominent 
biblical scholar, Rev. Dr. William 
Newell, and Rey. Dr. Jonathan French 
Stearns of Newark, N. J. Since that 
time meetings have not been suspended 
at-any one time for a longer period than 
three months, the usual vacation period. 

Rev. Dr. Leander T. Chamberlain, 
Iso, of New York*city, delivered the 
address. Dr. Chamberlain has for many 
years been engaged in various educa- 
tional and philanthropic work while 
matters of international interest have 
j engaged his attention, The burden of 
j his address was praise of the Philo- 
mathean society. He gave a number of 
reminiscences connected with his mem- 
bership in the society and described the 
benetits to be derived therefrom. He 
said that it gave an opportunity for 
freer activity in thought and speech and 
that the larger discussion of modern 
problems would make the societies even 
more profitable. ‘Discussion, free dis- 
cussion,” he continued, “makes a large 
and important part of the education in 


this institution. On the other hand, 
besides, the Philomathean — society, 
whose 75th anniversary we celebrate 


today, was a wonderful stimulant to 
good and extensive reading. More than 
one man who has laid the foundation 
for his eloquence, distinctive reasoning 
and literary ability has done it through 
the Philomathean society of Phillips. 
Elocution, real eloeution is immensely 
worth while. So is rhetoric—the art of 
discourse. My point is this, on the 
thoor of debate, Philo encouraged us to 
free thinking and the art of expressing 
our thoughts. It is for every man to 
care for the public welfare and ‘such a 
society as Philo offers an opportunity 
to prepare to do so. So long as noble 
thoughts need anoble form of expression, 
so long will Philo endure,” said he in 
closing. 


Following the address was a poem by 
F.S. Martin who is best known to the 
American public by his editorial work 
in HMorper’s Weekly over his own name 
and by unsigned articles in Life. Mr. 
Martin was. a member of the Philo- 
mathean society in 1872. Next came an 
organ recital by the well known com- 
poser and player, Everett \E. Truette, a 
member of the Philomathean® society in 
1878, 6 

Tne commencement exercises were 
corcluded with prayer and benediction 
by Rev. Dr. HW. HH. Stebbins of Rochester, 
N.Y. 
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At the conclusion of the program the 
various prize winners were announced.

He said that the body was coming to be 
regarded first, the mind second and the

He told of the gift of $5000 for 
the purchase of a lot of land fora new 
campus to be called the “Brothers” field.

He evoked considerable 
laughter and applause when he said “We 
have won this year in the contests with 
Exeter, three times out of four. That 
dosn’t mean much to some of the older 
alumni or to some of the clergymen pres- 
ent, but to the rank and file it. is not only 
a great source of satisfaction but a means 
of grace.” He said that this year’s vale- 
dictorians at Harvard and Yale are An- 
dover men. Before concluding he spoke 
with feeling of Professur Churchill and 
of the intended removal from the faculty 
of Mr. Pettee and Mr. Terrill. 

Rev. Dr. Henry Hamlin Stebbins, 
1858, of Rochester, N. Y., was the next 
speaker. 
here, one this year. He spoke chiefly of 
Philo saying that the society was the 
episode of English in the classical de- 
partment at Andover; the cause of An- 
dover’s being the best preparatory school 
in the country. He made a plea for 
larger instruction in English at the 
schools and colleges, saying that most 
college men are unfit to either write or 
speak the English tongue correctly, quot- 
ing the New York Sun as an authority. 
He characterized Dr. Chamberlain’s ad- 
dress in the morning as oratory. 

Librarian Harlan H. Ballard of the 
Pittsfield Athenaeum, who spoke next, 
said that although he was not a Phillips 
bey he could claim connections at both 
ends as his ancestors gave the name to 
Ballardvale,.and his son graduated this 
year. He said he sent his boy here be- 
cause he was determined to find the best 
school in the United States for him. He 
praised the body of young men as a 
whole who attended the academy and 
said that a boy was as safe here as he 
was.at home so well was he looked after 
physically and mentally ; 

The retiring registrar George D. Pettee 
who goes to the principalship of the 
University school, Cleveland, Ohio, was 
tendered a tremendous ovation when he 
rose to speak. Mr. Pettee was much 
moved and had hard work to control 
himself as he paid a most glowing tribute 
to Dr. Bancroft. He said, “I wish to 
render my tribute to the Mark Hopkins 
of ‘the present in Andover. This school 
is in a large sense what its principal has 
made it by his intelligent vigor, rare de- 
tail, courteous deference to the boys’ 
point of view, masterly discipline, 
patience, self denial and industry. Few 
schoolmasters the world over have ap- 
proached this one who for nearly thirty 
years has watched over this academy.” 

The remaining speakers were Rev. 
Edward O. Dyer, 1874, of Sharon, Conn., 
Rev. George H. Hewitt,1879, of Lowell, 
William E. Freer, 1880, a lawyer from 
Chicago, Il]., Edward S. Beach, 1879, of 
Boston, the first editor of the Phillipian 
and Rev. Charles A. Jones, 1881, of 
Pennsylvania. They all united in praise 
of the academy and the Philomathean 
society. :

News from the State Hotse 


—o- 


STATE HOUSE June 26—After epend- 
ing all of yesterday and the greater 
part of today in discussing the Fitch- 
burg lease, the House today ordered it 


to a third reading by a yea and a nay 
vote of 174 to 39, but with several 
amendments which the Senate . will 
probably refuse to concur in. 

One of these is the amendment of Mr. 
Davenport of Greenfield, which is as 
follows: 

Section—. The Boston and Maine 
Railroad shall not charge, demand 
or receive for the transportation of 
any passenger over any part of the 
railroads leased under the provi- 
sions of this act, more than two 
cents a mile. The Boston and Maine 
Railroad shall forfeit fifty dollars 
for each violation of this section. 
Other amendments which were adop- 

ted and which will probably be accept- 
ed by the Senate were those of Mr. 
Saunders of Boston, that the ratifica- 
tion of the lease shall not be construed 
to impar the right of the General Court 
to revise and alter fares, charges, etc., 
and the amendment of Mr. Turtle of 
Pittsfield that the lease shall not be 
sublet, 

None of ithe Lawrence members took 
part in the debate, but they were all 
on hand when the voting was in pro- 
gress. Messrs. Cloutier, Erost, Daly, 
and Murphy of Lawrence as well as 
Messrs. Buswell of Methuen and Poor 
of North Andover all voted in favor of 
ordering the bill to a third reading. 

It is expected a referendum amend- 
ment will be offered to the bill at its 
next stage, but 'this will easily be de- 
feated and the bill will probably reach 
the Senate by Friday, 

The Senate today pdsed to engross- 
ment the Albany lease bill by a yea and 
nay vote of 25 to 5, and after a lengthy 
debate. This bill will reach the House 
tomorrow, but it is very doubtful if the 
body gets to work on it before Thurs- 
day or Friday, and it will undoubtedly 
be ‘the occasion for a more extended 
discussion than the Fitchburg lease. 
Senator Currier did not take part in 
the debate and was paired against the 
engrossment. 

It is’ expected ‘that the amendment 
offered by Senator Currier and rejected 
by the Senate will be again urged in 
the House and with a much better 
chance for success. This amendment 
provides that no bonds shall be issued 
against 'the $2,500,000 which is to be ex- 
pended by the road in improving Bos- 
ton’s terminal facilities. 

Today the Senateekilled the bill to 
provide for 90 cent gas in Boston with- 
out debate and ‘without division. 

The bill to annul the charter of the 
Haverhill Gas Securities Co. was today 
ordered to a third reading in the House 
by a vote of 79 to 33. The bill. to do 
away with the contract system in the 
erection of public buildings was sub- 
stituted for the adverse report of the 
committee on labor. This is a bili on 
which Mr. Daly of Lawrence was re- 
corded as a dissenter, 

There are a large: number of candi- 
dates for the vacancy in the Gloucester 
Police Court judgeship, caused by the 
removal of Judge Edgar S. Taft. The 
most prominent candidate up to date 
is Sumner D. York, who was formerly 
clerk of the court uncer Judge Davis 
and who was later Assistant District 
Atty. with Alden P, Whte. 

Governor Crane today signed the bill 
to increase Boston’s tax rate from $9 
to $10.50 per thousand. 

The committee on rules will probably 
make a report tomorrow on the result 
of its investigation of the Westminster 
Chambers vote, and this report will 
probably exonerate the members of the 
House from all suspicion of wrong- 
doing. 


SUMMER SCH-=DULE ON BOSTON AND 
MAINE RAILROAD. 


The summer schedule of trains on 
the Boston and Maine Railroad goes 
into effect on June 25, and while the 


service is practically the same as dur- 
ing the preceding year, several radi- 
cal changes will be introduced. 

On the Eastern Division .the usual 
service to the shore resorts will be in 
effect. The morning express to the 
mountains leaves Boston at 9.40 A. M., 
and afternoon express leaves at 1.30 
P. M. The former train has Pullman 
cars through to Beecher Falls, while 
the latter train has parlor car to Lan- 
easter. The 9 A. M. train connects for 
Maine points and thas Pullman parlor 
cars to Rockland, Bar Harbor, Bangor, 
and a parlor car is run 'to Farmington 
from Portland.- The 7 P. M. train is 
the one for Provincial points and has 
sleeping car to Bangor and Calais 
daily, and to St. John and Rockland 
daily, except Saturday, and a tourist 
ear to Point du Chene daily, except 
Saturday. A notable and important 
change in the westbound trains is the 
shortening of the train ‘time between 
Halifax and Boston, leaving Halifax six 
hours later, at 9 P. M., making the run 
to Boston in just 24 hours. The 9.45 
P. M. train is the Bar Harbor express, 
and also makes connection for points 
on the Bangor and Aroostook Railroad, 
with sleeping car to Greenville. On 
Saturdays there will be a local train 
from Boston at 1.25 P. M., for Lynn, 
Salem and Beverly only. The Western 
Division, as is always the case, has 
many additional trains. The Portland 
and Biddeford and Old Orchard 
trains will, be resumed both on week 
days and Sunday, and between Port- 


land and Boston there will be addi- 
tional trains at 6.05 P. M., week days 
and at 5 P. M. Sundays. The train 


leaving Portland 4:30 A. M. will be run 
daily. The 8 A. M. train from Boston 
is the Provincial Express and has par- 
lor cars to Bar Harbor and St. John, 
Greenville and St. Andrews, and also 
connects with parlor car at Washington 
Junction for Calais, and there is a 
ist car attached to this train which runs 
to Mulgrave. The Merrimack Valley 
Route, that is the Southern and White 
Mountain Divisions, has several radical 
changes in its schedule. The 6.40 A. M. 
train from Boston will make stations 
to and including Weirs. The 9 A. M. 
train will connect for Concord Divi- 
sion, Central Vermont and Grand 
Trunk points via White River Junc- 
tion, also for points on the Claremont 
Branch. The 9.30 A. M. is the White 
Mountain express and connects for all 
stations in the mountain regions. A 


new train is the 10 A. M. Canadian 
Pacific express for Montreal and the 
West, and makes but few stops _be- 


tween Boston and Wells River. The 
11.30 A. M., is the Chicago express. The 
1 P. M. will connect at Concord for 
Lake Sunapee and Claremont. Train 
leaving Boston at 1.15 P. M. will make 
all principal points in the mountain 
region and also makes connections for 
Quebec. The 3 P. M. train will run 
through to Claremont on Saturdays, 
and likewise the 7.30 P. M. train on 
Saturdays will connect for Claremont. 
The Canadian Pacific night express 
will leave Boston at 845 P. M. and 
connects for mountain points as well 
as for Montreal, Quebec and Chicago. 
On Sundays, beginning July 8, the 2.15 
A. M.'train will connect for Plymouth, 
Fabyan and Jefferson. On the Con- 
necticut and Passumpsic Division the 
usual Mountain and Quebec trains will 
be put on. The steamer Mt. Washing- 
ton begins her regular trips on June 
25 over Lake Winnipesaukee, and on 
Lake Memphremagog, the “Lady of 
the Lake” will commence running on 
same date.

The days.of quiet are again upon us, 
and the town of Andover is already 
basking in the calmness and seremty 
which always follow the departure of 
the student population. The town, 
the schools, and the exercises, have

IN MEMORIAM, 


Professors Park and Churchill. 


The pressure on our columns has 
crowded out hitherto the publication of 
the minutes passed by the Alumni asso- 
ciation of the Theological Seminary at 
its annual meeting, in commemoration of 
the two honored teachers who died dur- 
ing the year. The minute in regard to 
Professor Park was presented by Rev. 
George M. Adams, D. D., of Auburndale, 
of the class of 1850, and that in memory 
of Prefessor Churchill by Rev. Charles 
W. Huntington of Lowell, of the class of 
1881. 


“The Alumni of Andover Theological 
Seminary desire to put on record their 
esteem and honor for the late Professor 
Park, and to express their sympathy 
with those nearest to him and most 
deeply bereaved in his death. We re- 
member with gratitude to God the many 
years of active labor for Christ and the 
Church which he granted to his servant. 
We cherish in glad and grateful remem- 
brance the enérgy and enthusiasm of 
his unfolding of Christian truth, the in- 
tellectual stimulus with which he 
aroused the minds and hearts of his 
pupils, the lofty ideals of the work of 
the Christian preacher which he held up 
before us, and the charm of his brilliant 
and commanding eloquence. And we 
thank God for the personal faith in our 
Lord Jesus Christ which revealed itself 
in his life and teachings, and which sus- 
tained and cheered him in his declining 
days. 

For ourselves who are met together in 
this annual convocation, and for the 
large number of our fellow-alumni who 
in all. parts of the land and in other lands 
are doing the work of the Lord, quick- 
ened by impulses more or less direct 
from this inspiring teacher, we bring 
this tribute of honor to his memory.” 

“In view of the death of Professor 
John Wesley Churchill, we wish to 
record our deep sense of loss, and our ap- 
preciation of his worth and usefulness. 
Officially connected with Andover Sem- 
inary from the time of his graduation in 
1868, he has ever served it devotedly and 
well. His large acquaintance and genial 
nature made him specially influential in 
promoting the interests of the Seminary. 
He represented it to the outside world 
as perhaps no other member of the fac- 
ulty could. His solicitude and practical 
efficiency in multiform particulars 
touching the on-going of the institution 
cannot be overvalued. His long service 
as instructor in elocution, both in the 
Seminary and in the two academies in 
the town, has been markedly acceptable 
and successful; and the favor with which 
his recent work in the department of 
homiletics has been received by his stu- 
dents has been gratifying. Mental 
growth and augmenting power as a 
preacher have characterized his later 
years to an unusual degree. 

His large heart, warm sympathies, and 
invaluable counsel endeared him to a 
vast number. His interest in the grad- 
uates of the Seminary was genuine and 
constant, and his friendly help, as scores 
can testify, was liberally given. His un- 
failing courtesy and winsome geniality 
were conspicuous. His exceptional abil- 
ities as an elocutionist and his success 
asa public reader early gave him wide 
popularity, but in the midst of it all he 
maintained the simplicity and purity of 
a consecrated purpose. Cut off in the 
strength of his manhood, his memory 
will be fragrant and his influence 
abiding.”

Prize fighters, amateur boxers and 
lovers of athletics generally have long 
regarded the humble punching bag as 
eminently useful in teaching the manly 
art of self defence. Certain teachers 
and supervisors of the Chicago public 
school system believe it to be extremely 
useful in teaching a great many other 
things, 


In some cases the bags are used at 
the will of the teacher—whenever she 
thinks that Jimmie or Jennie is in need 
of-some harmless and __untroublous 
means of working off thesuperfluous 
steam engendered by youthful nervous- 
ness she commands—although the mer- 
est suggestion would be sufficient usu- 
ally—that Jimmie or Jennie punch the 
bag for a few minutes. 


A peculiar phase of modern warfare 
is ‘that it draws large audiences. From 
all over the world men ana women of 
wealth and leisure now flock to the 
scenes of military operations as they 
would to a new play or opera, One of 
Gen. Otis’ tasks in the Philippines has 
been to keep sighteeers from coming to 
Manila. Now a wail goes up from 
South Africa, where the influx of tour- 
ists has: been so great that it has ham- 
pered. military operations, 

In one or two of the schools where the 
middle grade rooms are at the topof the 
building and an undue proportion of the 
recess time is spent in traversing the 
stairs and back again, the bag is made 
use of by all the pupils who choose to 
use it during recess time: The children 
are not required to use it, but neither 
are they required to make the trip to 
the playgroung unless. they like. A 
very large majority of the children pre- 
fer to remain within doors and dally 
with the bag as a rule. 

The time ‘of using the bag varies in 
the different schools, but in most in- 
stances the children are allowed to ex- 
periment with it either at recess time 
or during the pauses between unusually 
long or trying recitations or ‘study 
periods 

Concentration, the power of swift and 
ufferring observation, grace and quick- 
ness of movement good health and tem- 
per, fine lung and chest development 
and an enviable degree of patience and 
serenity under trials and failures, all 
these virtues and quq'ities do the afore 
mentioned Chicago public school au- 
thorities believe to be greatly assisted 
if not actually ‘brought into being, by 
the proper use of the punching bag. 

This is the reason why something like 
thirteen of the public schools of Chi- 
cago have one or more punching bags 
included in the list of their professional 
paraphernalia, and why many more 
punching bags will be added to the list 
of supplies needed by certain other 
schools just as soon as the money can 
be found wherewith to purchase them. 

The bags used are of two varieties, 
the kind which is usei in connection 
with a frame suspended from the ceil- 
ing, and the kind which is sustained 
in position by..means of a rubber rope 
passing between ceiling and floor, The 
manner in which the bags are used 
speaks eloquently of the natural love 
which all children seem to possess for 
exercise of this kind, and also seems to 
whisper at least in confirmation of the 
high hopes and theories which the in- 
structors hold in regard to punching 
bags.

NURSERY COOKERY, 


THE HALF-GROWN CHILD AT 
TABLE—HIS MANNERS, 


By Christine Terhune Herrick. 
(Coztinued from last week.) 


One of the ways in which grown peo- 
ple who are well bred in. other respects 
show a conspicuous lack of good man- 
neis is by the fashion in which they eat 
soup. In this regard many Americans 
bear comparison bravely with foreign- 
ers, 

“Did you hear an awful noise out of 
the East about dinner time last even- 
ing?’' wrote a girl from a London board- 
ing house to her sister in New York. “If 
you did, it was the four Russians at our 
table getting away with the soup.” 

If it were only the Russians alone! 
But the Germans, French and Italians 
are hardly less noisy, and our British 
cousins are about on a level with our- 


selves, If any one who hes 
never noticed it before will pay 
heed to the racket with which 


the first course of a dinner is dis- 
posed of, she will cease to wonder at 
my plea that the rising generation, at 
least be taught to eat soup quietly. 

Soup, by the way, is one of the most 
important articles in the child’s dietary, 
and is about as economical as well as 
wholesome an item of food as can be 
found. The child who has tucked away 
a big bow!lful of milk soup or broth to 
begin his meal, will not have the longing 
for as large a portion of meat as he 
would otherwise desire. Moreover, the 
soup is not only easily digested, but 
nourishing and strengthening, when 
properly mace. 

AN ECONOMICAL BROTH. 

Take a quart of good stock of any sort, 
whether made from fresh meat or from 
the bones of a roast makes little differ- 
ence. If bones are used, break them up 
small with a hammer before putting the 
water upon the. This would not do ifa 
clear soup were to be made, but it will 
answer perfectly for a broth, Let all 
simmer slowly together, bones, a sliced 
onion, a little corrot, a stalk or two of 
celery and of parsley, and water to cov- 
er all until the liquid has cooked down 
to half its original quantity. Let the 
soup become cold on the meat, and when 
well chilled turn it off through a strain- 
er that will remove the grease as well 
as the bones, etc. See thut the soup is 
scasoned with salt and pepper, as well 
as with the herbs and vegetables that 
were cooked in it, and just before tak- 
ing it from the fire lay in the tureen half 
a dozen slices of bread cut into neat 
strips. Serve a portion of this to each 
one in helping out the soup. If you 
wish to vary this you may have the 
bread lightly toasted, or you may add 
dice of cooked carrot or a little bariey 
or rice as well as the bread, 

CREAM SOUPS. 

All of these are made in practically 
the same way. The foundation may be 
the contents of a can of peas rubbed 
through a colander, or the ‘liquor 
struined from a can of tomatoes, or a 
cupful of mashed potato left over from 
the day before, or of aimost any kind of 
cold vegetable,—turnips, spinach, beans, 
cauliflower and the like. In any case 
the vegetable must be made soft enough 
to rub through a colander, either by the 
addition of milk or of water, and sea- 
soned to taste. To the potato or turnip 
or tomato may be added a little onion, 
while the vegetables, with a pronounced 
flavor of their own, will need Hittle be- 
yond salt and pepper. When the vegeta- 
bles are hot it may be mixed with three 
cups of milk, which has been thickened 
with a tablespoonful, each, of butter 
and flour. All should be cooked to- 
eether, stiring constantly, until smooth 
and thick, and then served.

Recipes From Many Sources and of

CHPRRY PRESERVES, 

Sour cherries are equally good for the 
purpose of preserving. Seed them very 
carefully and allow an amount of sugar 
equal to the fruit; take half of the su- 
gar and sprinkle it over the fruit; let 
stand about one hour; pour into a pre- 
serving kettle and boil slowly for ten 
minutes; skim out the cherries, add the 
rest of the sugar to the syrup, boil, 
skim and pour over the cherries; the 
next day drain off the syrup, boil, skim 
if necessary, add the cherries, boil twen- 
ty minutes and seal up in small jars. 


STUFFED EGGS, 

Cut in two hard-boiled eggs, remove 
the yolks, chop and mix with them 
chopped cold chicken, or veal a little 
minced onion or parsley, a few soaked 
bread crumbs, salt and pepper and the 
yolk of an uncooked egg to bind the 
mass together; fill the cavities caused 
by removing the yolks, put the halves 
together, roll in beaten egg and bread 
crumbs, place in a wire basket, brown 
in. hot fat and serve with tomato sauce. 


PRESERVED CITRON. 
_ Boil the citron in water until it is 
clear and soft; take out and put into 
Syrup of sugar and water and boil until 
tle sugar has penetrated the fruit. Take 


fprinkling several times with powdered 
sugar. Pack in boxes with sugar be- 
tween the layers.

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China and India. 


Miss Clara Cushman, daughter of the 
former pastor of the Garden Street M. 
E. church, gave a very interesting talk 
at that church Sunday night, on the In- 


dia famine and the trouble in China; 
and at the close of her remarks, a col- 
lection was taken up, the money to be 
devoted to the building and mainte- 
nance of school and orphanages in the 
far off land. 

Nothing need be said of Miss Cush- 
man’s interesting way of relating little 
anecdotes, and the audience were high- 
ly pleased to welcome their old friend. 

In opening she spoke of the situation 
in China saying substantially: The 
eyes of the world are turned towards 
China and the world gives her littie 
sympathy. For myself, I feel for them 
and you can understand my position, 
for I have lived and labored among 
them. I pray for them, saying to the 
dear Lord—''Pather forgive them for 
they know not what they do.” 

She related many very interesting 
anecdotes about her period of mission- 
ary work in China and told how she 
and her companions used to sleep with 
their packed bags beside them, to be 
ready for filght at a moment’s notice. 
In speaking of the Boxers she said the 
name comes from ‘the Chinese “Yee Ho 
Chuan.” the literal translation of which 
is ‘righteousness, harmony, and fists.” 
This probably means, she continued, 
that they gain righteousness and har- 
mony by means of their. fists and some- 
one has given them the name of Box- 
ers. 

Miss Cushman pointed out on the! 
map, the holy mountain in China, to! 
which so many pilgrimages are made, 
and also many other: places of special 
interest at the present time, including 
Shanghai, Tien Tsin, and Pekin. The 
atmosphere in the last named place is 
so terrible in the summer, she explained 
that she used to find it necessary to go 
to a summer resort for a change. 

She could hardly believe that s0 many 
of the missionaries as reported. have 
been massacred for, she said, it seems 
as though there must have been some 
means of escape, and I do hope they 
were on the boat- bound for Shanghal. 

The town where Li Hung Chang re- 
sides was pointed out and the speaker 
told of being entertained several times 
at his home by his wife who is a very 
pleasing lady. 

A fac-simile of a foot which had been 
bound was exhibited and tthe deformi- 
ties pointed out. ‘The -toes were turned 
under and the foot was badly out of 
shape- Miss Cushman explained that 
the feet of the Chinese are thus bound 
so that when the women are very old 
they can wear a very small pointed 
shoe, a sample of which she exhibited 
to her audience, The Boxers, she sald, 
can very readily tell whether they meet 
a Christian by simply looking at the 
feet and seeing whether the person 
wears short pointed shoes or the broad 
toed shoe of the Christian. 

As a rule, Miss Cushman continue, 
ignorant people are superstitious, and 
the Chinese are ignorant. She then 
told how the Chinese, when a funeral is 
passing, will get on the steps of a 
building and ithrow into the air great 
quantities of paper money until the 
street is litemally white with it, thinking 
that the devils will stop ‘to pick it up 
and thus not bother the departed one. 
Regarding the Christlan homes, she 
said, you may walk along one of the 
streets and on the first few houses you 
may observe ‘the figures of gods; then 


on the next, over the door, will be the 


words “Peace on earth good will to 
men,” Going on a few houses nore 
you wi!l observe another sign—‘'God so 
loved the world that he gave ‘his only 
begotten Son.” Thus you may know 
that you have passed two Christian 
homes. 

Speaking of the mission 
she was affiliated 


with which 
while in China, she 
said that it was very near the walls, so | 
near in fact, that the sun had to be 
high before its rays would fall on the 
building. So it can readily be seen 
how easily the soldiers from the out- 
side could get upon the wall and.sweep 
away the mission and the legation. 
While she was there, water was so 
scarce that it had to be bought by the 
bucket and had to be carried long dis- 
tances. 

Then turning to the situation in 
China, Miss Cushman told of the aw- 
ful sufferings by starvation and said 
that one missionary went out and saw 
nine people starved to death. She re- 
lated the interesting little story of Dr. 
William Butler who, when nearing his 
destination in the far off land, saw 
what he believed to be a white fence, 
but what later proved to be a long line 
they 
their 


of chiliren dressed in white and 
danced and sang, so great was 
joy over his return, 

India is a great place for orphans, 
she said, and it is so because the pa- 
rents will starve themselves that their 
children may live. 

She teld of winning the confidence of 
the parent's in India through the little 
ones who are taken into the kindergar- 
ten, and added that the doctors most 
readily win the confidence of these ig- 
norant people for they bring to them 
healing and they save their lives, 

Miss Cushman next spoke of the 
thankofferings and four of the young 
ladies of the chureh went about the 
audience receiving their donations. 
The offerings, she said would be used 
for school purposes in India, but the 
speaker willingly admitted that she al- 
ways has more sympathy with the of- 
ferings for China for God is an_ the 
throne and he will manave all things, 
although you may say that everything 
in China is broken up. The interesting 
talk was thus brought to a close and 
Miss Cushman sang a Chinese song for 
the children.

Smithie slings Bucayenese like a native 
and is a hard-tongued bird in any lan- 
guage.

“Thirty pesos!” exclaimed Miss Mat- 
rimony. “Oh! That mucha dinero! Mu- 
cha money! You can rent a mucha 
granda nipa hut for I peso a month and 
for four pesos we live mucha granda,” 

Smithie took the proposal under con- 
sideration. 

I asked Clemente, Senor Holijos's cook 
how much a man needed to start house- 
keeping. 

Clemente scratched his head. Then he 
said: 

“Filipino—10 pesos. No mas (no more) 
Americano—micha granda casa—i0 pe- 
It doesn’t cost much to navigate the 
troubled sea of matrimony over here. 

“Pap” is a gray headed old rascal 
of a native who sells the soldier’s gin 
and beno regardless of military regula- 
tions. The men call him ‘Pap’ be- 
cause he is believed to be a Papiecio 
at heart. ‘‘Pap”’ has three women in 
his household; one old and two young. 
At first I took the old one for his wife 
and the others for his daughters. As 
I mastered the dialect I discovered my 
error. All three were his’ wives. I 
tackled the youngest of the three for 
pointers on matrimony the other day. 
l wanted to know how much it would 
cost to live in a state of martmony. 
Mrs. “Pap” chewed her finger nails and 
sized me up criically out of the corner 
of her eyes. Finally she asked: 

“You drink much gin?” 

I shook my head. : m 

“You fight manuck (chickens)?” she 
asked. 

“No.” 

“You play monte?” : 

“No.” 

“Play. Paggingi (pitch dukkos) 

I assured her that I nad no bad habits 
but that of shooting at Filipinos. Mrs 
“Pap” called the eldest Mrs, ‘‘Pap” and 
they had a_ whisperei eonversation. 
Then the eldest Mrs. ‘‘Pap” hurriedly 
left the nipa-hut. Ten minutes later 
she returned accompanied by a tooth- 
less old woman and four young girls. 
The old woman was the mother. The 
four daughters were 12, 14, 15, and 16 
years of age. Mrs. “Pap” beamed 
triumphantly and chatterei in a whis- 
per with the old hag. Meanwhile I 
was mystified. Finally Mrs, ‘Pap’ en- 
lightened me. Taking me by the elbow 
she waved four fingers toward the girls 
who stood in a semi-circle and chewed 
betel, except the eldest who smoked a 
black cigar nine inches long. ; 

“Cuatro!” exclaimed Mrs. “Pap” with 
animation. ‘All four! You - matri- 
mony! You pay the mother $20 Mexi- 
ean ‘Pap’ he rent you a nice hut for 
$2 Mexican. Give all your dinero tc 
the oldest one and she will mucha save. 
sit” 

Then sre went on to tell me in her 
jumble of Spanish and Bucayanese that 
since the papa went to the mountains 
there was no priest ani that “Pap” 
would perform the ceremony. It is as 
sasy to get married over here .as it is 
to get divorced in the States. When FI 
ybjectei to a plural marriage, the old 
hag offered me her homliest daughter 
for 2 pesus. And yet I read in a Span- 
ish book descriptive of the Philippines 
that these people took but one woman 
to wife and that the tie was for life. 
Somebody’s blundered 2nd I assure you 
that I'm not the blunderer. 

Since I « eclined to embark on the sea 
of Kakiack matrimony, ‘‘Pap’’ charges 
me double prices for an omelet. The 
old rascal is a good cook, The last 
time I visited his schack was on old 
Christmas eve. They have two Christ- 
mases on this island, one on Dec. 25 and 
the other on January 6. The latter 
celebrates the visit of the Wise Men 
with gifts for the infant Jesus. There 
was a high old time at ‘“Pap’s” that 
second Christmas Eve. Half of the 
natives in Ysabella were in or around 
the nipa hut. Boiled rice and tuba 
were free; There were four of us sol- 
diers there. We were the beAux of the 
ball, the “mucha valiente Americanos” 
until one of the strings on a quitarita 
snapped, Then we lost our” reputa- 
tions. It was this way. There was a 
very circumstantial rumor to the effect 
that the insurrectos would try to take 
Ysabella that night. We attended 
“Pap's" ball with the knowleige that 
we might have our throats cut by mid- 
night. All but ‘Dinny.” Dinny is the 
Irish recruit. He is fresh from the 
“auld sod” and has a high keyed brogue 
like the bleat of a lost lamb. “Fritz” 
another Irishman who left New York 
with Dinny, says that ‘all the auld 
fiddle-faced Airish harps in Nigh York 
kem to the daypo to say Dinny off.” 

Anyway, we didn’t warn Dinny of the 
impending attack until after taps, when 
it was too late for him to get into quar- 
ters without our assistance. When we 
did tell him we piled on the agony. 
Then we introduced him to the tuba- 
bucket. Dinny went at the coffee-col- 
ored sweet stuff as if it were new cider 
instead of thirty per cent. alcohol, 
Meanwhile we danced waltzes with the 
senoritas and talked mucha amigo with 
the hombres.

“Yis! Yis! there were. A Mauser 
bullet whistled right through the room. 
It kem right by my ear.” : 

“The blamed fool,” said one of the 


men, “he heard that quitarita string 
snap They do sound like a mauser’s 
ping. 


But meanwhile a crowd of hombres 
had gathered and were nudging one 
another and grinning. We dragged 
Dinny from the bake-oven and sneaked 
to quarters. I haven't been to ‘‘Pap’s”’ 
since. If they’d built a fire in that 
oven-Dinny couldn’t have got a worse 
roasting. 

It is utterly impossible to impart to a 
Filipino any correct idea of the dimen- 
sons of the United States. They have 
a fixed idea that they are a group of 
very small densely populated islands 
about a hundred miles from here. And 
they think we came over because we 
were crowded out at home. But they 
regard us as millionaires. Thirty one 
dollars, Mexican, per month strikes 
them as an enormous income. A girl 
back in the states remembered me 
Christmas with a box of bon bons. Now 
I haven’t much of a sweet tooth. and I 
decided to try the effects of candy ona 
Kakiack maiden. When she had fin- 
ished the first chocolate drop, she licked 
her lips lavishly and rolled up her. eyes 
moist with gratitude. She called the 
candy ‘“‘potobunbong.” But when the 
box was empty, she asked for ‘“mus- 
cadi.” Muscadi is American plug 
chewing tobacco. 

The Filipinos are -mighty poor busi- 
ness men. - Few of them attempt to run 
shops and those who do make failures 
of it. A Filipino will abandon his 
stand at Saturday market to play 
monte or fly a kite. There are no 
large Filipino commercial houses either 
in Manila or Iloilo. Business doesn’t 
run in the blood. The mestizos manage 
their haciendas fairly well, but even 
they are not successful in mercantile 
pursuits. The English, Germans and 
Scotch do all the importing and export- 
ing and wholesaling. The retail busi- 
ness is mostly in the hands of renegade 
Chinamen and Turks. 

And the Chinos and Turks are a curse 
to the islands. The five-dollar gold 
piece that gces into the hands of a 
Chino never again sees the light of cay. 
As a part of the circulating medium of 
the world it ceases to exist. Something 
will have to be done to chokee these 
leeches from the commercial body of 
these islands. I'd like to be a soldier 
in an army of conquest in China with 
a commanding officer who would let 
looting go on. Why, the soil of that 
nation must be veined with buried gold 
The Turks are worse than the Chinos, 
for they are trouble breeders as well as 
gold hoerders. Ex-English soldiers tell 
me that England will not allow a Turk- 
ish trader on East Indian soil. There 
was an order issued on this island for 
their banishment but just as they were 
all packed up and ready to go it was 
rescinded. Why, I do not know. It 
should have been enforced. 

We want small American fetailers 
over here. Wherver the army goes they 
should follow. Something should be 
done to encourage them to come here. 
They should be guaranteed protection 
and in times of trouble an asylum for 
themselves and their property in army 
quarters. We want American retailers 
of shoe, clothing haberdashery, station- 
ery, provisions and canned goods. We 
want small restaurants and beer sa- 
loons. The prevailing margins of profits 
are enormous. The stock necessary is 
small, A few hundred dollars would buy 
it. I'm beginnig to think since I came 
over here that the Yankee is the slow- 
est man on earth. Every other nation 
ality is getting a hand in on the Phil- 
ippines. What is the matter with the 
Amercan? He isn’t coming fast enough, 
and is mising big opportunities. 

In additon to gold-hoardng there is 
another trick that the wily Chino works 
on these islands. The dukkos, resemb- 
ling big copper cents, constitute all the 
dukkos, Also all the pesotes and media 
pesetos, equivalent respectively to 10 
and 5 cents American. On a payday it 
is an impossibility at first to get change 
for a gold piece except in a chino’s 
shop. It is a very foxy game. But we 
fool the Chino nowadays who tries to 
give us short change on the plea that 
it is all he has. We take the goods, take 
back our gold piece, write an order 
on our detachment commander for the 
right price, sign it, toss it to Mr. Chino 
and walk out. The Chino knows that

When I read in American dailies that 
there are people back in the States who 
talk of abandoning these islands, or 
selling or giving them away, it almost 
makes me ashamed that I am Ameri- 
can. It is. icomprehensible, Talk about 
the chump who sold his birthright for 
a mess of pottage—why he was a Solo- 
man compared to the American who 
would.give away: these islands. Think 
of abandoning Negrces, the Eden of the 
Southern Seas. Why there is room for 
500 small shopkeepsr on this island to- 
day.In five years every one of them 
could own a plantation that will an- 


nually produce as much as a county 
in America. Are we to abandon this 
land because a few thousand natives, 
who closely resemble the American Dig 
ger Indians, persist in quarreling with 
each other and everybody else? If you 
are bound to give away these gold 
mines just sign ‘em over to the Ameri- 
can regulars.

China and India. 


Miss Clara Cushman, daughter of the 
former pastor of the Garden Street M. 
E. church, gave a very interesting talk 
at that church Sunday night, on the In- 


dia famine and the trouble in China; 
and at the close of her remarks, a ¢col- 
lection was taken up, the money to be 
devoted to the building and mainte- 
nance of school and orphanages in the 
far off land. 

Nothing need be said-of Miss Cush- 
man's-interesting way of relating little 
anecdotes, and the audience were high- 
ly pleased to welcome their old friend. 

In opening she spoke of the situation 
in China saying substantially: The 
eyes of the world are turned towards 
China and the world gives her littie 
sympathy. For myself, I feel for them 
and you can understand my position, 
for 1 have lived and labored among 
them. I pray for them, saying to the 
dear Lord—''Pather forgive them for 
they know not what they do.” 

She related many very interesting 
anecdotes about her period of mission- 
ary work in China and told how she 
and her companions used to sleep with 
their packed bags beside them, to be 
ready for filght at a moment's notice. 
In speaking of the Boxers she said the 
name comes from ‘the Chinese “Yee Ho 
Chuan.” the literal translation of which 
is “righteousness, harmony, and fists.” 
This probably means, she continued, 
that they gain righteousness and har- 
mony by means of, their. fists and some- 
one has given them the name of Box- 
ers. 

Miss Cushman pointed out on 


map, the holy mountain in China, to 


which so many pilgrimages are made, | 52 


and also many other places of special 
interest at the present time, including 
Shanghai, Tien Tsin, and Pekin. The 
atmosphere in the last named place is 
so terrible in the summer, she explained 
that she used to find it necessary to go 
to a summer resort for a change. 

She could hardly believe that so many 
of the missionaries as reported. have 
been massacred for, she said, it seems 
as though there must have been some 
means of escape, and I do hope they 
were on the boat bound for Shanghai. 

The town where Li Hung Chang re- 
sides was pointed out and the speaker 
told of being entertained several times 
at his home by his wife who is a very 
pleasing lady. 

A fac-simile of a foot which had been 
bound was exhibited and tthe deformi- 
ties pointed out. The toes were turned 
under and the: foot was badly out of 
shape- Miss Cushman explained that 
the feet of the Chinese are thus bound 
so ‘that when the women are very old 
they can wear a very small pointed 
shoe, a sample of which she exhibited 
to her audience. The Boxers, she sald, 
can very readily tell whether they meet 
a Christian by simply looking at the 
feet and seeing whether the person 
wears short pointed shoes or the broad 
‘toed shoe of the Christian. 

As a rule, Miss Cushman continued, 
ignorant people are superstitious, and 
the Chinese are ignorant. She then 
told how the Chinese, when a funeral is 
passing, will get onthe steps of a 
building and ithrow into the air great 
quantities of paper money until the 
street is literally white with it, thinking 
that the devils will stop ‘to pick it up 
and thus not bother the departed one. 
Regarding the Christian homes, she 
said, you may walk along one of the 
streets and on the first few houses you 
may observe ‘the figures of gods; then 
on the next, over the door, will be the 
words ‘‘Peace on earth good will to 
men.” Going on a few houses more 
you wi!l observe another sign—‘‘God so 
loved the world that he gave ‘his. only 
begotten Son.” Thus you may know 
that you ‘have passed two Christian 
homes. 

Speaking of the mission with which 
she was affiliated while in China, she 
said that it was very near the walls, so 
near in fact, that the sun had to be 
high before its rays would fall on the 
building. So it can readily be seen 
how easily the soldiers from the out- 
side could get upon the wall and.sweep 
away the mission and the legation. 
While she was there, water was “so 
scarce that it had to be bought by the 
bucket and had to be carried long dis- 
tances. 

Then turning to the situation in 
China, Miss Cushman told of the aw- 
ful sufferings by starvation and said 
that one missionary went out and saw 
nine people starved to death. She re- 
lated the interesting little story of Dr. 
William Butler who, when nearing his 
destination in the far -off land, saw 
what he believed to be a white fence, 
but what later proved to be a long line 
of chiliren dressed in white and they 
danced and sang. sou great was their 
joy over his return, 

India is a great place for orphans, 
she said, and it is so because the pa- 
rents will starve themselves that their 
children may live. 

She told of winning the confidence of 
the parent's in India through the little 
ones who are taken into the kindergar- 
ten, and added that the doctors most 
readily win the confidence of these ig- 


norant people for they bring to them 
healing and they save their lives, 
Miss Cushman next spoke of the 


thankofferings and four of the young 
ladies’ of the church went about. the 
audience receiving their donations. 
The offerings, she said would be used 
for school purposes in India, but— the 
speaker willingly admitted that she al- 
ways has more sympathy with the of- 
ferings for China for God is on the 
throne and he will manave all things, 
although you may say that everything 
in China is broken up. The interesting 
talk was thus brought to a close and 
Miss Cushman sang a Chinese song for 
the -children.

ISABELLA, Nezros.—I was a listener 
the other evening ‘.aile a Filipino sen- 
orita made love to a bunkie of mine. 
Smithie and I were on outpost in the 
outskirts of the village. We had a little 
nipa lean-to for a shelter from the dew 
and were posted there for the night. 
There was a bench in front of the lean- 
to, Just at dark three Filipino maidens 
sauntered out of the village and came 
our way, It was a fine moonlight even- 
ing and we were having May weather. 
Smithie slings Bucayenese like a native 
and is a hard-tongued bird in any lan- 
guage. He hailed the senoritas and of- 
ferred to share the bench with them. 
They accepted and the fun began. 

The senorita next to Smithie opened 
the ball by asking if he had a wife in 
the States. Smithie vowed that he had 
none. 

“Then,” said the bashful maiden, 
“poco tempo (after awhile) you matri- 
mony Filipino? Is it not? How you lika 
me?” 

It came so suddenly that it took 
Smithie off his guard. Instead of an- 
swering with a cimpliment he, said: 

“Oh! I’m only a private. I get only 
30 pesos a month, I couldn’t marry on 
that you know.’ 

“Thirty pesos!”.exclaimed Miss Mat- 
rimony. “Oh! That mucha dinero! Mu- 
cha money! You can rent a mucha 
granda ntpa hut for I peso a month and 
for four pesos we live mucha granda., 

Smithie took the proposal under con+ 
sideration. ; 

I asked Clemente, Senor Holijos's cook 
how much a mar needed to start house- 

Clemente scratched his head, Then he 
id: 

“Filipino—10 pesos. No mas (no more) 
Americano—micha granda casa—50 pe- 
sos.” 


It doesn’t cost much to navigate the 
troubled sea of matrimony over here. 

“Pap” is a gray headed old rascal 
of a native who sells the soldier’s gin 
and beno regardless of military regula- 
tions. The men call him ‘Pap’ be- 
cause he is believed to be a Paplecio 
at heart. “Pap” has three women in 
his household; one old and two young. 
At first I took the old one for his wife 
and the others for his daughters. As 
I mastered the dialect I discovered my 
error. All three were his wives. I 
tackled the youngest of the three for 
pointers on matrimony the other day. 
I wanted to know how much it would 
cost to live in a state of marimony, 
Mrs. “Pap” chewed her finger nails and 
sized me up criically out of the corner 
of her eyes. Finally she asked: 

“You drink — gin?” 

I shook my head. 

“You fight manuck (chickens)?” she 
asked. 

“No.” 

“You play monte?” 

“No.” 

“Play Paggingi (pitch dukkos)?” 

I assured her that I had no bad habits 
but that of shooting at Filipinos. Mrs 
“Pap” called the eldest Mrs. “Pap” and 
they had a whispere 1 conversation, 
Then the eldest Mrs. ‘‘Pap” hurriedly 
left the nipa-hut. Ten minutes later 
she returned accompanied by a tooth- 
less old woman and foury young girls. 
The old woman was the mother. The 
four daughters were 12, 14, 14, and 16 
years of age. Mrs. ‘‘Pap” beamed 
triumphantly and chattere1 in a whis- 
per with the old hag. Meanwhile I 
was mystified. Finally Mrs. “Pap” en- 
lightened me. Taking me by the elbow 
she waved four fingers toward the girls 
who stood in a semi-circle and chewed 
betel, except the eldest who smoked a 
black cigar nine inches long. 

“Cuatro!” exclaimed Mrs. ‘Pap’ with 
animation. ‘All four! You matri- 
mony! You pay the mother $20 Mexi- 
ean ‘Pap’ he rent you a nice hut for 
$2 Mexican. Give all your dinero tc 
the oldest one and she will mucha save. 
sit” 

Then she went on to tell me in her 
jumble of Spanish and Bucayanese that 
since the papa went to the mountains 
there was no priest ani that “Pap” 
would perform the ceremony. It is as 
2asy to get married over here as it is 
to get divorced in the States. When I 
rbjectel to a plural marriage, the old 
hag offered me her homliest daughter 
for.2 pesus. And yet I read in a Span- 
ish book descriptive of the Philippines 
that these people took but one woman 
to wife and that the tie was for life. 
Somebody’s blundered 2nd I assure you 
that I'm not the blunderer. 

Since I. eclined to embark on the sea 
of Kakiack matrimony, ‘Pap’ charges 


me double prices for an omelet. The 
old rascal is a good cook. The last 
time I visited his schack was on old 


Christmas eve. They have two Christ- 
mases-on this island, one on Dec. 25 and 
the other on January 6. The latter 
celebrates the visit of the Wise Men 


with gifts for the infant Jesus. There 
was a high old time at ‘Pap’s’” that 
second Christmas Eve. Half of the 


natives in Ysabella were in or around 
the nipa hut. Boiled rice and tuba 
were free. There were four of us sol- 
diers there. We were the beaux of the 
ball, the “mucha valiente Americanos” 
until one of the strings on a quitarita 
snapped. Then we lost our reputa- 
tions. It was this way. There was a 
very circumstantial rumor to the effect 
that the insurrectos would try to take 
Ysabella that night. We attended 
“Pap's” ball with the knowleige that 
we might have our throats cut by mid- 
night. All but “Dinny.” Dinny is the 
trish recruit. He is fresh from the 
“auld sod” and has a high keyed brogue 
like the bleat of a lost lamb. “Fritz” 
another Irishman who left New York 
with Dinny, says that ‘all the auld 
fiddle-faced Airish harps in Nigh York 
kem to the daypo to say Dinny off.” 
Anyway, we didn’t warn Dinny of the 
impending attack until after taps, when 
it was too late for him to get into quar- 
ters without our assistance. When we 
did tell him we piled on the agony. 
Then we introduced him to the tuba- 
bucket. Dinny went at the coffee-col- 
ored sweet stuff as if it were new cider 
instead of thirty per cent alcohol. 
Meanwhile we danced waltzes with the 
senoritas and talked mucha amigo with 
the hombres. Toward midnight the 
ball warmed up and the senoritas 
danced the ‘‘Lulay.”’’ The principal mu- 


sical instrument in ‘Pap’s’” orchestra 
was the quitarita. It is something like 
a guitar, only scoop shaped. It is hand 


carved from some soft wood. The whole 
instrument is carved from one piece. 
And rude work it is. The Lulay dan- 
cers were just at their wildest when 
“Ping’’ sang a Mauser bullet in at one 
window and out at the other. Dinny 
had been in one skirmish and knew the 
sound. It was unmistakable. Dinny 
promptly dropped out of the rear win- 
dow, dropped to the ground and looked 
for a place of refuge. ‘‘Pap’’ had a big 
briek bake-oven there, with one small 
door to it. ‘“Dinny backed into the bake 
oven. 

The ball went on. The natives danced 
the balitao. No one missed Dinny 
One of ‘“Pap’s"’ hombres. started to 
build a fire in the oven for the next 
day's .bread. Then ‘Pap’ came to the 
soldiers three. There was an ‘“Ameri- 
cana soldado” in the bake-oven he ex- 
claimed. The soldado appeared to be 
very much afraid of the native bakers 
and positively declined to vacate the 
oven, When they reached in to drag 
him out, he retreated to the rear of the 


oven and said many prayers. The sol- 
diers went down to the oven,

It is utterly impossible to impart toa 
Filipino any correct idea of the dimen- 
sons of the United States. They have 
a fixed idea that they are a group of 
very small densely populated islands 
about a hundred miles from here. And 
they think we came over because we 
were crowded out at home. But they 
regard us as millionaires. Thirty one 
dollars, Mexican, per month strikes 
them as an enormous income. A girl 
back in the states remembered me 
Christmas with a box of bon bons. Now 
I haven’t much of a sweet tooth. and I 
decided to try the effects of candy ona 
Kakiack maiden. When she had fin- 
ished the first chocolate drop, she licked 
her lips lavishly and rolled up her eyes 
moist with gratitude. She called the 
candy “potobunbong.” But when the 
box was empty, she asked for” ‘‘mus- 
cadi.” Muscadi is American plug 
chewing tobacco, 

The Filipinos are mighty poor busi- 
ness men. Few of them attempt to run 
shops and those who do make failures 
of it. A Filipino will abandon his 
stand at Saturday market to play 
monte or. fly.a kite. There are no 
large Filipino commercial houses either 
in Manila or lloilo. Business doesn’t 
run in the blood. The mestizos manage 
their haciendas fairly well, but even 
they are not successful in mercantile 
pursuits. The English, Germans and 
Scotch do all the importing and.export- 
ing and wholesaling. The retail busi- 
ness is mostly in the hands of renegade 
Chinamen and Turks. 

And the Chinos and Turks are a curse 
to the islands. The five-dollar gold 
piece that gces into the hands of a 
Chino never again sees the light of cay. 
As a part of the circulating medium of 
the world it ceases to exist. Something 
will have to be done to chokee these 
leeches from the commercial body of 
these islands. I'd like to be a soldier 
in an army of conquest in China with 
a commanding officer who would let 
looting go on. Why, the soil of that 
nation must be veined with buried gold 
The Turks are worse than the Chinos, 
for they are trouble breeders as well as 
gold hoarders. Ex-English soldiers tell 
me that England will not allow a Turk- 
ish trader on East Indian soil. There 
was an order issued on this island for 
their banishment but just as they were 
all packed up and ready to go it was 


rescinded. Why, I do not know. It 
shouid have been enforced. : 
We want small American retailers 


over here. Wherver the army goes they 
should follow. Something should be 
done to encourage them to come here. 
They should be guaranteed protection 
and in times of trouble an asylum for 
themselves and their property in army 
quarters. We want American retailers 
of: shoe, clothing haberdashery, station- 
ery, provisions and canned goods. We 
want small restaurants and beer sa- 
loons. The prevailing margins of profits 
are enormous. The stock necessary is 
small, A few hundred dollars would buy 
it. I'm beginnig to think since I came 
over here that the Yankee is the slow- 
est man on earth. Every other nation 
ality is getting a hand in on the Phil- 


ippines. What is the matter with the 


Amercan? He isn’t coming fast enough, 
and is mising big opportunities. 

In additon to gold-hoardng there is 
another trick that the wily Chino works 
on these islands. The dukkos, resemb- 
ling big copper cents, constitute all the 
dukkos, Also all the pesotes and media 
pesetos, equivalent respectively to 10 
and 5 cents American. On a payday it 
is an impossibility at first to get change 
for a gold piece except in a chino’s 
shop. It is a very foxy game. But we 
fool the Chino nowadays who tries to 
give us short change on the plea that 
it is all he has. We take the goods, take 
back our gold piece, write an. order 
on our detachment commander for the 
right price, sign it, toss it to Mr. Chino 
and walk out. The Chino knows that

Osgood 
thought such @ procedure would be very 
unjust, and call forth deserved public 
censure. There is nothing to fear if 
everything is straight and above board 
and if it is otherwise we ought to be 
called to account, 


Various matters were considered in 
the board of selectmen at the meeting 
Monday night. A petition was received 
rfom New England Telephone company 
for a right of way through Johnson 
Street. Laid on the 'table pending fur- 
ther inquiry. A petition from certain 
residents of Union Heights. for the 
abatement of a nuisance caused by the 
Lawrence board of health dumping 
noxious material near thé Shawsheen 
bridge on Lawrence street on North 
Andover soil. Ordered the nuisance 
abated. A majority of the board voted 
to offer $400 to the Sutton heirs for the 
engine house lot, corner:..Water and 
Merrimack streets. Price asked $700, 
Mr. Osgood thought the sum for so few 
feet of land was excessive and as it was 
totally unfit for the purpose desired, 
dissented from tthe act. On the motion 
of Mr. Clark it was voted to pay over- 
drafts in ‘the street department, not- 


‘withstanding notices of *the board that 


the fund was exhausted. Mr. Osgood 
dissented, thinking such action would 
be illegal until the town in some way 
made provision for meeting such exl- 
gencies either. by extra appropriation, 
by the authorization of notes, or by 
drawing upon ‘the contingent fund. Mr, 
Halliday and Mr. Clark decided to draw 
orders for the payment upon a van- 
ished account.

SAFE BLOWN. 


One of the boldest and most destruct- 
ive breaks perpetrated in town was that 
of Wednesday morning upon the depot 
postoffice.. That it was thé work of 
professional cracksmen is undoubtedly 
true as the broken furniture, tattered 
documents, books and battered walls 
of the rooms testify. Entrance was 
gained by a rear window. The catch 
was forced by an implement of some 
kind and the rear door also bore marks 
of a jimmy. The safe was ruined in 
conseqnence of what occurred. The in- 
side coor was double and one half was 
torn off and carried across the room a 
distance of ten feet or ‘more and im- 
bedded in the wall nearly perforating 
the building. Small pieces of iron were 
blown through the building and some 
of the missiles severed the gas pipes 
placed between the studing, in two 
places. 

The till of the money drawer which 
was in the safe vault was torn so bad- 
ly that it was hard to recognize it. Evi- 
dently the safe was subjected to two 
operations; ‘the first not having the de- 
sired effect, the cracksmen prepared a 
more thorough and complete charge 
which shook Jefferson square and 
awoke the residents. 

Miss Mary G. Carleton who lives 
nearest the postoffice says: It was af- 
ter the town clock had struck one 
when we heard the breaking of glass 
and afterwards the sound as of some- 
thing being dropped into the grass in 
the rear of the building, with a clink 
like iron or steel, Later there was a 
noise of an explosion similar to a re- 
volver or possibly a cannon. cracker 
After a little longer time their was a 
very ‘heavy crash and the sound of 
breaking glasss and boards. I suspect- 
eed what was the cause and looking out 
of the window saw three forms cross 
the post office yard to Second street 
and leisurely pursuing their way, be- 
came lost in the gloom. 

Postmaster Pilling says it was 1.15 
o’clock when the explosion-awoke his 
wife and she in turn aroused him. He 
went with J. W. Leitch, a neighbor who 
was also awakened, to the building 
which was across the square and the 
place was filled with smoke and escap- 
ing gas. On thes econd trial the pow- 
der was evidently blown into the cracks 
where the door joined the frame and all 
four sides sealed with soap, making the 
compartment air tight. The force of 
the concussion must have ‘been more 
than satisfactory to the burglars. Mes- 
srs, Pilling and Leitch notified Chieef of 
Police Mizen and the Lawrence au- 
thorities but from what appears this 
morning the thieeves with their loot of 
$8.00 in stamps and small change took 
another direction. They evidently rest- 
ed on the steps of Eli Watts in Stoning- 
ton as post office documeents were 
secured there this morning by mail car- 
rier George D. Gile. By the way, George 
said this morning that he was watching 
the depot crossing with Flagman Mor- 
ley Brightman, when the 12.18 theatre 
train frota Boston arrived and three 
men with a small grip alighteed and 
went up town. “Two of the men were 
short and one was toll: suspecting 
nothing of course we only noticed them 
casually.’ North Andover seems to be 
a favorite place of men of this craft.
